■ majority of the House tov.iuJ.s -Mil

ppinron, eminently propoi'. 'I'lio 
arsjumcnts in op[)0.sition to the iisolu- 
lion were siu;!i as might iiave bean ad- 
vanced in the English coaching and 
rushlight days. E.xperienco has dem- 
onstrated that tho plan of giving out 

, .T work by contract is the best and chc.ip- 
CHt. Tho system has Iiecn tried near 
Victoria during the past (wo years and 
has proved an entire success. The 
roads aro maintained in as good a con 
dition as tbey were under the old stylo 

-.. ■ '■iintl at one-third the cost. We go 
beartily with the mover of the re.soUi- 
tion as it originally stood; hut wc feci 
sorry tliat he consented to the iiiiiiorta- 
tion of tho words "if practicable."' 
Tliero has novor been a day since tho 
country was first settled that it has not 
been practicable to give out jjablic 
■ work by contract. No man or net of 
men should enjoy a monopoly of pub- 
lic road money. The Ilnuse by its 
resolution has so decided; but the two 
unfortunate words will give tho Oov- 
ernmint a loophole through wbich to 
crawl should thoy desiro to do so. The 
resolution should have been imperative. 

r-.A WOOLEN- IUlL BOiYU.S. 

Wq should ' like to have seen in- 
cluded in Mb. McGii.LivnAY'.s resolu- 
tion requesting tho Government to of- 
fer n bonus for the erection of a beet 
root sugar factory a similar otTer 
for the establishment of a woolen mill. 
Wo want to see no exclusive right 
' extended to any man or company; but 
tho Government ought to hold out lib- 
oral inducements for tho establishment 
of industrial enterprises in our midst. 
Tho lirst aim of the GovernuiGiit should 
Ije to slop the leaks through which the 
gold of the country for nearly a quar- 
ter of a centui-y has flowed into foreign 
Hands. If the Province ever becomes 
great and prosperous it will be through 
the establishment of manufactories 
within its bordcis. Out of th(> largo 
sum contributed for the sujjport 
of tho Provincial Government, a 
generous jjortion should be api)licd to 
the encouragement of industrial pur- 
suits, not at jirosont represented here. 
Not only should the bonus system bo 
adopted by the Government, but power 
should be given to municipaliiios to 
supplement the Government grant. 

THE ALLEN SCANDAL 

In referring tho Ai.len .scandal to 
the public accounts committee the 
House has acted wi.sely. There \h now 
an opportunity of arriving at the truth 
of this matter. If there have been let- 
ters suppressed, accounts garbled antl 
falsehoods told tho committee will ferret 
them out. The government will be 
aflbrded a chance of clearing tlioir 
ckirts of the charge so freely made that 
they treated Mr. Allf.n with inju.sticc 
and attempted to take from him his 
hard-earned cominhssion. It is a re- 
gretful circumstance that the govern- 
ment 0])po.sed tlie resolution. Every 
lover of fair plfiy wished to see it pa.saed 
unanimously ; but the ministry, for 
reasons that it will be the duty of the 
committeo to find out, endeavored to 
prevent an inquiry, in which endeavor 
they were fortunately unsuccessful.

137 for 
proving tho discrepancy to wliich, with 
much emphasis, he confines himself, is 
peculiarly unfortunate for him, as the 
absence of any title to this particular 
psalm makes it toll quite the other 
way.

The House wont into Committee on 
Mr. Ferguson's resolution, Mr. E. Brown 
in the chair. 

Mr. Ferguson began by referring to tho 
enormous annual expenditure.'! required to 
keep in repair (be waggon mad, and said 
he thought that as the linaiues of the 
country were far from lloui ishiiig any sug- 
gestion from the House in the direction of 
economy would bo boneficial. The ad- 
vancement of a country depended not so 
much upon tho laws as tho nmnnor in 
which they were executed. Hence the 
necessity of having men of ability and 
integrity in official positions. He had no 
complaint to make against the olli.cers in 
his district, who weru both competent and 
honest; but it was possible to have com- 
petent men and tho aflairs of a department 
bo badly managed. Any Government that 
had under its control oflicers who were com- 
petent and honest ought to bo glad I., 
have tiicm share tho dutio.i of tbivern- 
ment. If that did not take place the siib- 
ordinatoofticora become mere inslriiiuetits, 
and it was in this respect tho Province 
had sullcred, cspeciall}' in relation to the 
Cariboo road. Thore was a dispositiMii to 
centralize everything at ^'ict^n'ia. .Men 
who had .940,000 or 8tl0.000 tn spend 
were located many miles from the sctMio 
of cxpcnilitiire. He knew for a fact that 
when oflicers in the districts had 
made a small expenditure to 
save a road Lir a bridge from ilcs- 
triiction, their vouchers, for tho work hail 
been disallowed by the Minister of 
Kinance. Xow what happens in 
coiiseqiieiiee of tliat conduct/ When 
these men observe a road or bridge in jeo- 
pardy they must communicate tho fact to 
Victoria before they are allowed to spend 
a cent! Thousands of dollars of damage 
thus often resulted which would have been 
saved liy the necessary expenditure of 
slOO. This ought not to lie. A remedy 
must be [irovided. In conclusion ho 
would move that the Cariboo road bo di- 
vided into five sections and that the Gov- 
ernment bo requested to advertise forbids 
for keeiiing tlio road in repair. (Cheers.) 

Seconded by i\lr. Cowan. 

Hon. !Mr. Heaven said tho hcui. gontle- 
inan was laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion. Tho vouchors connected with road 
repairs did not belong to his department 
but to the Chief Commissioner's. 

I)r. Ash amid great laughter said that 
tho hon. gentleman who had just sat 
down always referred to himself as min- 
ister of finance. Ho seemed to fm-get 
the remainder of his title which was ''and 
of ii'jriniltui-r." lie was sorry to notice 
that lie always left the agricultural branch 
of tho title out. (Laughter.) Straws show- 
ed which way the wind blew, and it was 
easily seen that the hon. gentleman car- 
ed little for agriculturo. ■ (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Boavon said that when the 
lion, meaibcr for Como.x occupied the po- 
sition ho always left oft' the last portion 
of his title. 

Jlr. Willi.ams said this resolution ought 
to he adopted. Fifty or sixty thousand 
di .liars were spent an nuallyonCaviboo road. 
Bosses were paid very largo wages and 
they were in no hurry to do the work. If 
tho work w.'ts given out by contract a 
bridge or tho road would be instantly 
repaired in.stoad of .as now when damage 
uccuned it had to be reported to the chief 
roniniissiotier. 

ilon. Mr. NValkom said that the total 
liist of repairing tho rnad for the last 18 
iiiontliR was SG7,.588, and for the last year 
upwards of §52,000. Tho road tolls were 
^■■14,085 as against an expenditure of ^07,- 
.'iSS. iMr. Trutcli was chief commissioner 
up to the time when the province jiassod 
into the Dominion. Ho had tried both 
systems and gave the preference to tho 
system of day work. If the road was 
given out by contract, say for five years, 
tho contractor would make repairs to last 
only tlirough the time ho v/as required to 
keoji it in repair. However, the govern- 
ment might advortisu for tenders. Tho 
bosses wore not overpaid. One of tho 
bosses was getting a salary of SI 20 a 
mouth and had boon oflbrod .?200 a month 
by Mr. Ondordonk. He knew of no in- 
stance vvhorein iv proper ospondituro had 
boon disallowed at his oflice. What rem- 
edy did tho mover propose for the 
ceiitrali7.atioii grievance ! Did lie wish 
to move the seat of government ! No 
pay men I of a voucher had been rofuaed 
except whore new and unauthorized roads 
had b^en built. It took nearly a fifth of tho 
rovonuo to keep Cariboo road in order and 
if the Houso'waa of opinion that tho con- 
tract syetom was tho beat ha would buj- 



' gest that tho work be divided into live 
sections and that the contracts iio f<n' iivo 
years. 

Mr. iSmiihe .said the enormous expcn- 
dil Lire on tho Cariboo road renuired in- 
vestigation. If it cost moro than §52,000 
•a year to keep tho Cariboo road in order 
it was time that another .syatem was intro- 
duced. Under some sircumatancos the 
road might bo bettor and cheaper main- 
tained by day labor than by coutmct. Ho 
believed with 5Lr. Fergu'son th.at the 
great trouble was the centralization of 
power at Victoria. No boss employed on 
a road dare expend a dollar to save val- 
uable proijcrty from destruction until ho 
rocoivod authority from Victoria. This 
was an evil that ought to remedied and 
if romodied he believed an important sav- 
ing would bo ellbcted. The contract .sys- 
tem niiglit result in tho contractor per- 
forming tho Avork so that it would last on- 
ly to tho end of his term; but ho might 
be bound down to leave the road in as 
good a condition as ho found it. Ho did 
not believe tho chief commissioner would 
refuse pavniont for a liability incurred 
for a iicci\ssar\' work; but thnro v.as a 
power behind tho throne before whom 
even tho chief commiasioiier quailed. 
That power was tho finance minister. 
'I'ho govornment agents wore not afraid 
of tho chief commissioner; but tho dispos- 
ition of tho finnnco minister was to con- 
centrate evori'thing at N'ictoria ami in his 
own oflice. Tho chief coaimissioiH'r .should 
assort Ilia authority and jilace some dis- 
cretion in the hands of the oHieers whom 
he know ho could (rust. 

iMr. Wilson said if we diil iiut know 
what tlie rood looked like ive knew what 
it co.st. He had looked into tho no- 
counts and found that the average ]icr 
man emphiyed \'. '.s as l'ollo\vs: On .sec- 
tion 1, >'71>2; on ection .•?12tK); on sec- 
tion 4, 81000; on M ction 4, .■#2200; and on 
section ;-), i^l'.tOO. He did not know if 
that was a fair average fora workinginan, 
but when ho looked further along ho was 
enabled to see how so high an average 
obtained. Tho'vo was feud, liorsoshoes, 
grain, meals (including square iiio'vls fora 
lady) why, tho working parties must iu' 
a sort of light cavalry. (Roars of 
laughter.) Twenty-nine men and a half 
cost .552,000 a year, and he must say that 
tho Cariboo road-work seemed to bo the 
softest tiling in the cimiitry. (Laughter.) 
Thsy (lid a little work, kept horses anil 
had a good tinu' generally. T'lie ex- 
lionditure on this road required looking 
into. (Hoar.) 'i'hero was so imich spent 
upon il that there was only 82 loft for 
tho city and other roads iu the province 
got scarcely anything. (Cheers.) 

M.V, \V. Brown did not believe in the 
contract sy.stom, but he thought tho [ire- 
sent system might be improved. There 
wore several tio.ssos and under them wore 
foremen ag:iin. There was groat com- 
plaint on section No. 2. 'fho boss con- 
centrated all his force in repairing the 
Soda Creek bridge and neglected tho road 
for two or three niontlH. He recognized 
fl'.o present evil and in pilace of tho 
contract system ho wouUl recommend a 
general supervisor for the whole road to 
see that economy was observed and the 
work put on at the proper time. 

Mr. Wilson said he thought a, single 
suporintondent would bo sufliciciit. The 
idea of one man bossing three men get- 
ting SloO a month while alongside of him 
bosaci over 75 or 100 men were paid only 
.^7.0 il mouth was ridiculotis. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom would not be the 
first to drag ilown wages. Tho hon. 
gentleman said a great deal of wooil and 
iron, and many tools, horses ami wagons 
wero useil and therein lay the largest pro- 
portion of the expenditure. The contract 
system in the districts adjacent to the 
capital had worked well; but the situa- 
tion was very different on tho wagon 
road. Lie now recollected that in 1872 
till- Contract system was tried, but the 
lignres wme far above tho estimated cost. 
He did not think the .attack of tho lender 
of the opi'.ositii 111 on the ?iliiiister of Fin- 
anci was jiistilied. Ho (.Mr. Walkeiii) 
had himself refuseil to pay vouchers. Tho 
Minister of Finance had been as careful 
of tiie public funds as ho would of his 
own. Tlu're w:im no corruption in his 
department. 

Ml'. ^Vllli.•llll.s a.died if ally Kieiilber of 
the House had ."<r)2,O0O to i>\peiid would 
ho give it out by day work ( Ho had had 
groat experience in sucli matters and 
favored tho coutruct system. Oovorn- 
ments and corporations always reached 
out for power and they always Hishod to 
get coniri.ii over men by giving thorn 
work (lic.-ir.) If tho Cariboo road was 
given out by contract there would bo 
plenty of good men come forward to do 
it. All Victoria got out of the govern- 
mont last year was §."1.82. 

Mr. Wd.son denied that ho wished to 
drag wages down to as low a level as those 
paid by Mr. Onderdonk, but he did not 
believe in p.aying men .'*JliO and iJloO a 
month to bo.ss tliree men while men on 
tho railway bcssod large g.angs for ?75 a 
month. If this road was not given out by 
contract ho should move tn reduce the 
rate of wages to -SlOO a month. 

Mr. Ferguson thought tho Cariboo sec- 
tion ti o largo. Last year many new 
bridges were swept av.ay, but tho road was 
never in better repair tlian at tho present 
time. If contr.icts were let a large sum 
of money would bo saved. 

Mr. Mara agreed almost ontiroly with 
the romarka of the chief oommissioncr. 
He had paid great attention to this road 
iiiatler and believed that a contractor 
Would not perform his wr.rk in a manner 
to insure the safety of life and property. 
His work would bo of a tenqiorary char- 
acter. A number of years ago when tho 
present finance minister was chief com- 
missiniior tho merchants of Yale tolo- 
griqihed him that the road was in a d;in- 
gi.'rous stale. He telegraphed back, "Aly 
information is dillerent from yours," and 
doeliiied to repair the road. A few days 
afterwards tin accident occurred and a 
large amount of property was sacrificed. 
What guarantee would tho country have 
that tho road would b" better kept by 
contract than by the Lands A'. Works! In 
a few months trains would bo running 
to .Suspension Bridge and in three years 
to Lytton. Where would be the sense of 
giving out a contract for five years that in 
three years would not be required. He 
ridiculed tho idea of a single stipcrviaor 
being able to superintend the road. It 
was unfair to charge tho whole of .the ex- 
poiulitiiro on tho Cariboo road to the 
mainland. Victoria was as much benefit- 
ted by the maintonanco of tho roadasany 
other section. For the last six montha of 
1880 tliero was paid in road tolls .?22,800. 
This sum will increase and tho expendi- 
ture will docrcaao as railw.ay work pro- 
gresses. iVIr. Mara said the Commission- 
er of Lands and Works was in error when 
ho said all laboring mou had been paid. 
Workmen on the Kicola yoad had not 
been paid for labor since July last and ho 
hoped tho Chief Cominisaionor, if not 
awaro of the fact, would inquire into it. 

Hon. Sir. Walkom was not awaro of 
any men being unpaid except thore wore 
Ljood and strong grounds for it. 

Mr. Williams said ho wanted to see 
tho road kept in repair, but ho believed 
tho'contract system should bo tried. If

rilr. Ferguson suggested that porhap.s 
tho upper .sections only might be placed 
under contract. 

Mr. JIara thought that suggestion a 
good one. 

Mr. Wilson thought that to leave out 
tho worst sections and put tho easy ones 
under contract would bo a mistake. Ho 
could nut undorstand tho opposition of 
tho senior iiieiiiber for Yale. Ho saw that 
largo sums were spent for provi.sions by 
the parties, but that would not intluenco 
Mr. Mara's vote (laushtor). 

Mr. JFara said ho did not supply, nor 
did an3-ono connected with him supply- 
any of tho road parties. 

Mr. Wilson— Thoy certainly have enor- 
mous a])petitc3. (Roars of laughter.) 

Mr. ilelgcson knew tho road well and 
did not believe tho contract system ap- 
plicable to it. 

Hon. Mr. noavon, on general prin- 
ciples, was in favor of tho contract sys- 
tem. In 1872 ho had askod for tenders 
for the Cariboo roail and found that 
day work w;is ciieaper than contract. In 
nine years tho road had cost 8393,000. 
The greatest expenditure was in 1870. 
Ho took rjcc.asion to say that he had en- 
deavored to attend to his own business 
sinco ho took ollice. Tho loader of tho 
Opposition had lost to this country §100,- 
000 in selling bonds to a syndicate in 
London. i\[r. Beaveii acknowlodgeil that 
in 1874 ho did telegraph back to the mer- 
chants of Yale that his information con- 
cerning tho state of tho road was differ- 
ent from theirs; he did so on tho judg- 
ment of Neil niack, who had boon on tho 
vo.id many years. Tliero would 1)0 no 
harm in trying the exi)uriiiiont ot a con- 
tract. We might call for tenders and see 
what it would coat. 

-Mr. A'ernon said that he did not think 
all tho blame shoiilil fall on the 
Finance Minister. Tho w.aggon road had 
always boon a .source of anxiety to hinx 
when in oflico and it would bo tho same 
to all govermneiit.s. The road bosses 
wero excellent men and deserved the 
confidence of tho (iovorinnent. The 
upper portion of tho road was lot in 1872 
to contraetors for S2, 000 a year, but tho 
experiment proved a failure and tho peo- 
ple along tho lino of road requostod tho 
Government to retirt-ii to tho old system. 
He foiired that tho Province would not bo 
aide to get a respoiisiblo party to take a 
contract. :\n engineer who was sent 
ovt r the r4iad to report had given it as his 
opinion that day work was the best. Tho 
expenditure was enormous and ho could 
not suggest a remedy. He did not be- 
lieve tho cciiitract .system would work. 
Perhaps the matter might go to a select 
committee. Xearly .$8,000 was paid to 
snperinteiutonts; but nno supervisor would 
never answer. 

Mr. Smilho pointed out that the Chief 
Commissioner had offered no explanation 
with respect to the disallowed vouchers; 
and he(iMr. .Snutlio)3howedthatlastscs3ion 
tho Finance Minister was afraid to allow 
tho correspondcnco between himself and 
the Gold Cduimissionor of Cariboo to bo 
brought down. Neither had it been 
bound tij) with the sessional papers. | 

The Ciiainnan. —Tho hon. gentleman j 
is out of order. | 

Mr. Smitho.— Just as I expected that 
you would s.ay. I was astonished that you 
did not call the Finance Minister to order j 
when ho attacked me. 

The Chairman.- He spoke in e.\plaiia 
tion of what you said. ] 

Mv. .Smitho. It was well known that 
tho Minister of Finance has been in the j 
habit of disallowing vouchors wheiievor 
an unauthorized expenditure has been [ 
made. No explanation had been given 
why this habit existed; but ho (Mr. boa- 
ven) had made a statement about tho loan 
which he must have known was untrue. 
What weru the facts connected with tho 
floating of that loan! 'I'ho loan was 
placed in the hands of tho Bank of British 
Columbia, the bankers of the i'rovinco 
for many years, to float, Tlie Gr.st in- 
struction to tho bank was that the loan 
should bo floated at not less than par. 
Tho bank, after tho fullest investigation, 
wrote to the (lovcrnmoiit that it would bo 
impossible to lloat tho loan at par, and 
asked that they should bo allowed to ofl'er 
it at a miniiiium rate oi 00. A\\ that 
was olfereil in open market was 90. A 
short lime afterwards .a few of the bonds 
wero sold at an advanco to brokor.« who 
had sold them "short," and had to fill 
their engagements at any price, and tho 
Finaneo Minister now takes tho higliost 
quotations winch was paid under pressure 
as tho m.arket value of tho bonds 
and says the Province lost .?100,000 by 
tho sale. 

Mr. Chairm.an. — Order. 

Mr. Beaven. — Tho hon. gentleman at- 
tacked mo first. 

Mr. Smitho. — I did not. The hon. 
gentleman is tho power behind tho Chief 
Commissioner and causes enormous loss 
and expenditiiro by tho system of ter- 
rorism he baa adopted towards oflicials. 

jMr. Saul agreed with the mombor for 
Yalo (.Mr. A'crnoii) when ho said that a 
single practical suggestion had not been 
olfered on this subject. Tho contract sys- 
tem had been tried and had failed to give 
satisfaction and ho did not think tho pre- 
sent arrangements could be iniproveil. 

Mr. Vernon moved that the debate bo 
adjourned. Lost. 

Mr. Williams — Those bosses have been 
there too long. They have got too good 
a thing. .Some new men should have a 
ohaneo. It was nonsonso to say thoy wore 
tho only men who could bo got to till the 
positions. Perhaps the next thing in or- 
der would be to offer them poiisions. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. W. Brown said there was a good 
deal of truth in what tho hon. gentleman 
had just said. Some of tho men wero 
nearlj- worthless. In one instance last winter 
§500 was spent for sb.ovoling snow where 
there should not havo been 25 cents spent. 

jMr. Honnott said that he was in favor on 
general principles of government work be- 
ing givon out to contract, and probably 
the system might be advantageously tried 
with regard to tho main trunk road, if 
not throughout, at any rate on some 
portions of it. Tho system was tried in 
part many ycar.j ago and though it does 
not appear to have succeeded then it did 
not follow from that it would not succeed 
now at any rate thesystom might bo tried. 
Tho addition of the words "if practicable" 
loft it open to tho govcrnmcntto continue 
tho present system whcreitthoughtprefer- 
ablo. Both the proaont and late Chief 
Commissioncra had referred to the great 
inconvenience of managing the aflairs of 
tho road at so great a distance as Victoria. 
Those inconveniences are felt not only in 
tho Lands and Works department but in 
tho department of the Administration of 
Justice, and in fact tho public aorvico gen- 
erally suiferod from tho fact of tlio soat of 
government being situated at tho southern 
extremity of an Island, at a city far sonth 
of tho most southern point on tho main- 
land, and this difficulty will continue in 
properly administerinff tho business of all 
dopartmcnts, to tho prejudice of the pub- 
lic interests, so long as the scat of govorn- 
ment remains where it is, and until 
it is removed to whore it ought to 
bo, Bomo central point on tho mainland,

Tho following summary of the value of 
California productions is taken from tho 
annual edition of the San Francisco Jour- 
nal of Commerce, and in view of our inti- 
mate trade relations with that wonderful 
Statu may nut bo uninteresting. 

Tho year just closed appear.-", to have 
been one of nnoXMinpled prosiierity. Tho 
grain crop was tho urealt^st ever known; 
tho vintage and fruit crop wero remark- 
ably good; tho root crop heavier than 
usual; and gold and silver production 
several millions in advanco of 1879. As 
u maitoi. ,,f course, business has boon 
brisk and ronuincrative, ^with a fair pros- 
pect of being still more so during tho 
current year. Beginning with tho gold 
and .silver product we tind t-hat it l'3ots 
up a total of S70,42."),000. Tliis includes 
all tho Pacific States and Territories. (;.di- 
foTiiia'carrios off tho jialm in gold, and 
Colorado in silver. Since 18 IS tho total 
yield of gold has boon *1 , UK] ,21)4,508; of 
silver' sinco 1800, when the tirst mines 
wore opened up, §530,221 ,078, showing a 
grand total of §2,217,480,180. For the 
Iiast six or seven years the yield of these 
metals has been .about equal. The wheat 
crop of last year was v.aliiod at 841,800,- 
OOO; barlov, .910,000,000; other cereals, 
?2, 500, 000; wino and brandy foots up 
.?0,000,000; M-ool 810,000,000; cattle and 
daily jirodueo, ,?25,700,000. These, to- 
jjothor with other industries, give the 
enormous total of §102,200,000, a gain of 
810,000,000 over the preceding year. T he 
Sail Fr.ancisco niintnlono coined .$37, 427,- 
000. Tho imports from foreign countries, 
oxclusivo of treasnre, for the year wore 
838,971,121; exports, .$29,173,500. 

Gain in population appears to have boon 
slight— only .about 20,000— and this chief- 
ly by the increase of births over deaths. 
California now numbers about 870,000 
and 'the Pacific Coast 1,700,000. The 
population of San Francisco is put down 
at a quarter of a million.
